cannot, of course, claim your property. 
With the engine numbers and frame :

for Use on the Muffler 


It Is difficult to find a satisfactory 


paint for exhaust pipe and muffler, be- 
cause of the heat of those parts. 
Here is a highly recommended muf- 
fler paint: Boiled iiuseed oil, one-fifth 
pound; 
Japan 
vnruLsh, 
one-fifth 


pound; turpentine, two-fifths pound; 
lampblack, one and a half ounces; 
powdered graphite, one and a half 
ounces; powdered oxide of manga- 
nese, three-eighths ounce. Mix the 
linseed oil and Japan varnish well to- 
gether, then add In order, stirring all 
the time, the lampblack, the graphite 
and the powdered manganese. Add 
the turpentine, until the quantity men- 
tioned has been used. This mixture, 
should be used ns soon as it is mixed, 
ns it dries quickly. Every time the 
brush la dipped In It should be 
•tlrred. It Is well to paint the muf- 
fler while It is hot, after having 
cleaned it thoroughly.

BEANS FOR RITES 


Indians Go to Mexico Under 


U. S. Licente for Drug 


U»ed in Ceremonials. 


Eagle Pass, Tex.— Armed with per 


mlti from the federal government i 
party of Comanche Indians of Ana 
darko, Okla., arrived here several 
days aco on their way to Muiqulz, 
Mexico, to gather a supply of peyote 
hftans to use for religious and sacm- 
mental purposes by their tribe. For- 
merly these and other blanket Indians 
of the United States made their an- 
nual plifHmaref to the vicinity of 
Laredo, Tex., where the species of 
cactua that produces the peyote bean 
grows In profusion. 


From time immemorial this power- 


ful drug has been used by the Indians 
In certain ceremonial rites. On these 
occasions the Indians would also take 
back with them a bountiful supply of 
the flery mescal liquor. 
They are 


now not only prohibited from drink- 
lag mescal, but their use of the peyote 
beans is restricted to religious observ- 
ances. 
It was discovered severs 


years ago that the promiscuous use 
at the peyote drug was causlnj crime 
and Insanity among the Indians. 


Mescal, one of the most powerfti 


Intoxicating liquors known, Is ob 
talned frr/m the mescal maguey plant. 
which Is Indigenous to nearly all of 
northern and central Meilco and the 
lower border region of Tinas.

*« as bad. The moral and mental 
ffect of the peyote habit Is especial- 


harmftil for young men who are 


permitted to use the bean, and It is 
aid to have been the direct cause of 
any youthful marriages. 


Agent Describes Rit«. 


Explaining the religious rite accom- 


panying the eating of the peyote bean 
at an Indian reservation In South Du- 
kota, ft government n;;ent who wlt- 
nes«ed the ceremony said:
